Farmers join police to battle rural crime 


By Marion Draper 


POLICE began a pilot of a 
rural crime scheme in the 
Crewkerne area when they 
teamed up with members of 
the local farming community 
for the first in a series of spe¬ 
cial patrols. 

During the late night patrol, 
farmers and other members 
of the rural community were 
positioned at strategic points 
on the patch and were in di¬ 
rect communication with of¬ 
ficers. Their role was to call 
in if they saw anything sus¬ 


picious and local officers 
then conducted stop 
checks of any suspicious 
vehicles. 

The scheme is designed 
to help prevent crimes 
such as heating oil and 
diesel thefts, lead and 
scrap metal thefts, quad 
bike thefts and theft of 
power tools. 

The pilot, which has 
been launched across 


Somerset, is an extension 
of the successful long- 
running Operation 

Shogun, which the 
Crewkerne beat team and 
PCSO Matt Tailby, the 
Farm Watch lead for 
South Somerset, have 
been developing in part¬ 
nership with Dorset Po¬ 
lice. 

Operation Shogun in¬ 
volves carrying out dedi¬ 


cated night-time opera¬ 
tions in rural areas, in ad¬ 
dition to regular patrols, 
to help identify any suspi¬ 
cious activity. 

It has had significant 
success in recent years 
and has led to arrests on 
suspicion of a number of 
theft-related offences. 

Sergeant Richard Bar¬ 
nett, the officer in charge 
of the latest operation 
which took place on Jan¬ 
uary 16th, said: "Prevent¬ 
ing these crimes is very 


important, and most local 
people that are stop 
checked are reassured and 
glad to know that we take 
this type of crime seri¬ 
ously. 

"Around 30 vehicles 
were stopped during the 
course of the operation 
and, fortunately, no ar¬ 
rests were made. 

“I am pleased to also re¬ 
port that we only had four 
rural crime incidents re¬ 
ported in the period fol¬ 
lowing the operation, 


which compares with last 
year when we had more 
than twice that number of 
incidents reported during 
the same time period. 

“We will continue to 
regularly stage these op¬ 
erations, working along¬ 
side the local community 
and our colleagues from 
neighbouring police 
forces, to help ensure that 
Somerset remains a low 
crime area and that resi¬ 
dents feel safe in our rural 
communities." 


Sergeant Barnett also 
urged all members of the 
public to contact the po¬ 
lice if they see any suspi¬ 
cious activity or have 
information about any of¬ 
fences committed in their 
area.

Double dish out at the Co-op 


STAFF at Chard Co-operative store were delighted to 
be able to hand over two cheques to worthy causes 
after a year of fundraising. 

Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance and Exeter 
Renal Unit both received £1,050 each, which was the 
result of the Co-op staff baking and selling cakes at 
six different sales, raffles, a Christmas dress-up day 
and paid for secret Santa presents.

She explained that there were quite a few dial¬ 
ysis patients in Chard and, because they were based 
in Exeter, a lot of people from the Chard area didn’t 
realise that they were the nearest specialist unit outside 
of Bristol. 


AN educational visit to Tat- 
worth Primary School by Som¬ 
erset Sight training officer, 
Anne Fowler, led to a massive 
round of fundraising totalling 
£1,660.77 

The charity's representative 
spoke to the school in a special 
assembly about the impor¬ 
tance of eyes and what hap¬ 
pens when things go wrong 
with them. Special glasses 
which created the illusion of 
tunnel vision, spots before the 
eyes and blurred vision were 
worn by the children as aides 
for explaining how it feels to 
have impaired sight. 

The school does not charge 
for admission to its six perform¬ 
ances on the run up to Christ¬ 
mas, but asks parents and 
friends of the school to donate 
to a local charity, with Somerset 
Sight being this year's chosen 
cause. In addition, the children 
sold Christmas stamps for the 
delivery of "internal" Christmas 
cards and the staff held a col¬ 
lection instead of sending each 
other cards. 

The largest collection was 
made at the final performance 
at Cricket St Thomas. 

Returning to receive the 
cheque, Anne Fowler said it 
was"an astonishing amount for 
a small school". 

She spoke to the children 
again in another assembly and 
thanked them for the wonder¬ 
ful donation.

MIRAGES, musical in- 
teruptions and a whole lot 
of corn fuelled the most 
original pantomime seen 
for many years in the 
Chard area, as Cloverleaf 
Productions of Combe St 
Nicholas presented their 
wild west show "Yankee 
Doodle". 

The colourful and corny 
production, written by 
Graham Barraclough and 


directed by Ros Roderigo, 
took the audience to the 
town of Bended Knee, 
where dirty goings-on 
with stage coach raids 
were terrorising the com¬ 
munity. The cast risked 
their usual entry to the 
Cinderella Awards this 
year, fearing the unusual 
choice of subject would 


not fit the criteria but it 
would be a shame if this 
bone-tickling entertain¬ 
ment was not recognised. 

Most of the main char¬ 
acters you would expect 
in panto were still present, 
although no traditional 
principle boy and girl - the 
love interest being 
schoolmarm Mercy Mee, 


played by Maggy Goodall, 
who got her man by 
knocking him out and 
pinning a sheriff badge on 
him. 

"Her man" was Donny 
Doodle, played by Bob 
Dunn, a cartoon character 
with a touch of Benny Hill 
thrown in. The Dame was 
Lola La Goon, played by 
Dave Goodall in his sec¬ 
ond role as dame, and was 
unrelated to the principle 
characters, entering the 
tale as a showgirl and 
managing four superb 
costume changes during 
this relatively short story. 

The baddies were stage¬ 
coach robber Snide 
Winder (John Attree) and 
his two tomboy daugh¬ 
ters, Wilma and Wanda 
Winder (Kelly Boyland and 
Abbie Dunn), who were 
actually hard to boo at as 
they entertained the audi¬ 
ence so much, entering 
the stage to the opening 
bars of Shania Twain's 
"Feel like a Woman" each 
time. 

There was even the ap¬ 
pearance of a fairy grand¬ 
mother, Tinkerbelle Starr, 
played by Maggie Grif¬ 
fiths, who sang a wonder¬ 
ful rendition of "Nobody 
Loves a Fairy When She's 


40 (60)". 

Thrown in were a tribe 
of "Injuns", with Richard 
Roderigo as the chief who 
had to have everything 
translated by Minnie Skirt, 
well played by Abbie 
Cousins. Alfresco (Neil 
Lane), the Italian cowboy, 
and his gang also im¬ 
pressed with a rendition 
of "Shaddap Your Face". 


They reappeared later as 
Mexican banditos headed 
by Greasy Gonzales. 

The plot took the heroes 
on a hunt for a goldmine 
through a desert full of 
mirages.This led to every¬ 
thing from a recurring cat 
appearance to a lovely 
dance by Beckie Orchard. 

The Ghostbusters even 
made an appearance, al¬ 


though the director had 
cleverly changed them to 
the "Ghost Busties" - a 
group of ladies in red hot- 
pants . 

A crazy script with 
plenty of one-liners and 
visual gags were added to 
by the band, which 
played sound effects and 
dramatic organ chords at 
the appropriate times.

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Housing scheme to help young people 


Photographer sparks 
fears at school gates 

A MAN thought to be posing as a newspaper photog¬ 
rapher sparked concerns among parents on Tuesday. 

At the time of going to press, The Weekender re¬ 
ceived confirmation from Sargent Richard Barnett 
that police were looking into a report from a con¬ 
cerned Winsham pre-school parent about the man. 

A spokesperson at the adjacent primary school said 
a man had approached a mother with her toddler and 
asked if they would accompany him to Forde Abbey 
to be photographed in the snowdrops. 

The man reportedly said he was a freelance journal¬ 
ist and showed a press card with photograph, which 
the woman believed to be homemade. 

The mother declined to go with the man and 
warned others in the area as she was concerned for 
children walking home alone. 

A further report from Thorncome Primary School 
said the man may be from the Dorset Echo. However, 
when enquiries were made to the newspaper's office 
and other local newspapers, all said they did not have 
a photographer in the area. 

Sergeant Barnett stressed that police had spoken to 
the concerned parent who said the man was "per¬ 
fectly polite". 

He was also waiting to hear back from another par¬ 
ent who had agreed to go for the photography ses¬ 
sion with their child and stressed there had been no 
indication of any risk of child abduction. 

The police had a registration number for the man's 
car and were looking to confirm his identity and 
speak to him. 

Sergeant Barnett said:"The chances are he is some¬ 
one trying to get some freelance work and his ap¬ 
proach is just misguided, he needs advising 
otherwise. 

"If people want photographs of this nature I suggest 
they make their own private arrangements." 

Sargeant Barnett also suggested that anyone else 
who is approached in such a way should politely re¬ 
fuse. 


YOUNG adults from South Somerset in need of housing 
will benefit from a new scheme being set up by the dis¬ 
trict council, county council and Knightstone Housing. 

As of May 1st 2013, 16 to 24 year olds with housing- 
related needs will be given help and supported accom¬ 
modation under the new Somerset Pathways to 
Independence (P2I) scheme. 

This is a multi-agency housing-related support service 
for young people, including care leavers who reside in, 
or have a local connection with, the Somerset area. The 
service will be designed to allow young people with 
housing-related needs to progress along a pathway of out¬ 
come-focused, needs-led provision until they are able to 
live independently. First and foremost, however, it will 
attempt to prevent young people from becoming home¬ 
less through targeted prevention measures. 

Knightstone Housing has been commissioned by Som¬ 
erset County Council to provide Pathway to Independ¬ 
ence services in South Somerset. Work is also underway 
to develop a P2I “hub” in the district, which will provide 
information, advice, support and guidance from teams, 
including social workers, housing options, leaving care 
and P2I providers. 

From now until the scheme launches on May 1st, efforts 


Pupils to get fair start 

SCHOOLS Minister and local MP, David Laws, has an¬ 
nounced that students starting secondary school 
without the expected levels of literacy and numeracy 
skills will be supported with extra funding to help 
them catch up with their classmates. 

Somerset schools will be given £500 per pupil to 
give them catch-up lessons and individual tuition to 
ensure they are on par with other pupils.This money, 
allocated through the Liberal Democrat-led catch-up 
premium, will be worth a total of £173,500 across the 
county this year. 

The catch-up premium was announced by Deputy 
Prime Minister Nick Clegg in September last year. 

Schools will be given the power to spend the £500 


are being made to ensure a smooth transition to the new 
service. Knightstone Housing, the county council and 
South Somerset District Council will be working closely 
with the existing service providers and young people cur¬ 
rently housed in their projects. In order to ensure consis¬ 
tency across the county, Knightstone Housing will also 
be working with the new service providers in the other 
Somerset districts. 

Councillor Ric Pallister, leader of the district council, 
said: “First, I want to pay tribute to the excellent work 
that has been delivered to date by the existing providers 
of projects for young people across South Somerset. 
Without the dedication of those agencies and in particular 
their staff, we would be in a much worse position and 
many young people would have lost opportunities. 

“We all welcome the greater focus on the critical area 
of homelessness prevention amongst young people. En¬ 
hancing integrated working between the district council’s 
specialist housing team, the county council’s young peo¬ 
ple’s team and Knightstone Housing makes absolute 
sense. Although we each will still have our legal areas of 
responsibility I am confident that the new arrangement 
will bring added value. 

“This is a time of great uncertainty as budgets are

Councillor Frances Nicholson, cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren and families at the county council, said: “No young 
person should be living on the street. It is our priority to 
support and help young people to live a safe, healthy, sta¬ 
ble and independent life. This new service will have a big 
impact on reducing the number of young people that are 
homeless in the county and will give vulnerable young 
people a more positive future.”

Having its first MP in parliament, Caroline Lucas, plus 
a newly appointed national leader, Natalie Bennett, the 
Green Party's membership has been boosted in recent 
months and, for the first time, there will be a Somerset 
Green Party Election manifesto which will be launched 
during Ms Bennett's visit to Taunton on March 4th.

10 each year. Most of these cards are 
bought in the last 6 days leading up to 
Valentine's day. 

6 . Each year the city of Verona Italy re¬ 

ceives more than 1000 valentine's ad¬ 
dressed to Shakespeare's Juliet. 

It really is amazing how much affection 
a dead fictional character can attract. 

7. It was once believed that if a woman 
saw a flying robin on Valentine's day she 
would end up getting married to a sailor. 
If a sparrow was the bird she saw she 
would end up marrying a man that was 
poor and live a happy life, if 
she saw a goldfinch then she 
was to marry a man that was 
a millionaire. One can only 
wonder who she would 
marry if she saw a crow. 

8 . In 1929 at the height of 
prohibition Al Capone or¬ 
dered the killing of mem¬ 
bers of a rival gang run by 
Bugs Moran in Chicago on 
Valentines Day. Authorities 
were unable to find any real 
evidence to tie Capone to 
the crime and he was never 


arrested or tried for the murder of these 
seven men. Instead he served his time 
for tax evasion. 

9. More than 9 million pet owners buy 
gifts for their pets for Valentine's day. 
Now that is what can be called real 
puppy love. 

10. It is estimated that 15% of the 
women in the United States who re¬ 
ceive flowers for Valentine's day send 
them to themselves. There are no fig¬ 
ures that tell how many of these women 
are married, single or in a relationship.

RIGHTMOVE has reported that almost a third of cur¬ 
rent landlords are what they badge to be "accidental 
investors" meaning that their original intention was to 
sell and move but the market acted against them doing 
so.

FOR the second time in four days and the third
